Planning Board. 

In his discussion, Mr. Schoop 
noted that projects scheduled 
during the seven years have been 
arranged in such a way as to 
maintain a proper ratio between 
the cost of major projects and the 
annual budget. He also explained 
that projects listed are those given 
to him by the various boards and 
department heads, and the cost 
figures are those supplied by the 
departments. 

The firm set upa priority listing, 
based on what appears to be needed 
the most, and at the same time 
tried to keep the tax rate from 
rising sharply in any one year. 
Rate Increases 

Projected estimates of the tax 
rate show that accomplishment of 
the various projects would mean 
a rate of $32, 1963, $30.70 in °64, 
$31.90 in 1965, $33.60 in 1966, 
$34.40 in 1967, $35.10 in 1968, 
$36.30 in 1969 and $37.90 in 1970. 

These figures are based on tax 
income without the benefit of in- 
dustrial growth during those years. 
The general rate would remain the 
same in 1963 and 1964, with or 
without industry. But during the 
remaining five years of the plan, 
projected industrial growth could 
reduce the rate by as much as 
2-3 dollars. 

Urban Renewal Included 

Included in the plan, as an 
integral part of its financial 
analysis, is the town’s costs under 
Urban Renewal. 

Mr. Schoop told the gathered 
officials that preparation of an 
alternate plan, without adding 
Urban Renewal, could not be ac- 
complished at this point, without 
extensive overhaul of the entire 
plan. 

There was some _ sentiment 
among, officials that it would be 
welcome to see the capital expendi- 
tures plan alone, without Urban 
Renewal costs, so that these could 
be segregated. 

What are the recommended pro= 
jects in the next seven years? 
Projects During 1963 

In 1963, the following recom- 
mendations are made: 

Annual requests, coming up year 
after year: Sidewalks, town-wide, 
$10,000 annually; street surfacing, 
$20,000 a year from 1966-1968 - 
between 1963 and 1965, Urban 
Renewal street surfacing is in- 
cluded under another section; 
Chapter 90 highway construction, 
$15,000 annually; water system 
improvements, $90,000 in 1963, 
$93,400 in 1964, $81,000 in 1965, 
$100,000 in 1966 through 1970; 
storm drainage, $20,000 a year in

1967 and 1968 - Rogers Brook is 
included as storm drainage under 
the Urban Renewal figures, within 
this plan. 

The 1963 projects, as recom- 
mended by the consultants, are: 

Forest fire truck, $7,500; town 
hall, police and fire stations, 
$1,000,000; Lovejoy rd. sidewalk 
$45,000; Rogers Brook drainage, 
part one, $170,000; police radios, 
$3,300 as matching funds with 
C. D.; Pomp’s Pond bath house, 
$12,000; High School play fields, 
$35,000 yearly for three years, 
$25,000 in 1966; school site ac- 
quisition, $150,000; new senior 
high school, $2,300,000; Dascomb 
rd. area sanitary sewer, $372,000; 
Lovejoy rd. sewer, $71,000; Urban 
Renewal street improvements, 
$56,500; Urban Renewal cash pay- 
ment for town’s share, $150,000, 

The explanatory text indicates 
that, without Urban Renewal, a town 
hall and police station are needed, 
but the fire station might serve 
for several years before replace~ 
ment is needed. 

Details on the new high school 
financing, will be found elsewhere 
in this issue. 

The cash payment under Urban 
Renewal is recommended by the 
consultants - but they also suggest 
that the town could spend this same 
amount of money on municipal 
parking within the Urban Renewal 
area and get the equivalent credit. 

The recommended projects to 
be delayed, under the plan, are 
the municipal garage improve- 
ment, Library addition, expansion 
of the Shawsheen and Central play- 
grounds and sanitary sewer im~ 
provements.

The consultants felt that a new 
high school will thus provide two 
junior highs - the existing one, plus 
the present high school. 

Then, they stated, demands for 
extra space brought about by 
growing elementary school popula- 
tions can be met by using rooms 
in these two junior high buildings.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Daytime Safety First 


It is essential that residents of the town keep some 
perspective on the fatal accident on Lovejoy rd. Sunday 
night. 

One correspondent, in a letter printed in today’s issue, 
mentions the white lines painted on the street as being 
a possible cause. 

And of course there is some general blame credited 
to the condition of the road, with or without the lines. 

What we should keep in mind here is that accidents 
happen for many reasons — that this one occurred on 
Lovejoy rd. does not necessarily mean it was caused by 
the conditions on the street or the man-made white lines. 

We do not know the cause of the accident — perhaps it 
was the result of many factors, including the street con- 
dition and possibly the white line. 

We must not, however, unwaveringly fasten the blame 
for the crash on the condition of the street, nor should 
we panic now and put into effect traffic controls that 
otherwise would not be required. 

Actually, the safety of the children walking to school 
in daylight and traffic control on the street after dark 
are separate considerations. They should be treated as 
such, providing for the children’s protection first. This 
means either a bus transportation schedule along the 
narrow thoroughfare until sidewalks are installed or a 
continuation of the present system, in which a crossing 
guard walks the length of the street with the patrols. 


Master Plan For Sidewalks 


A few weeks ago, while residents near Lovejoy rd. 
were protesting to the School Committee about walking 
conditions there, a suggestion was made that a study of 
sidewalk conditions throughout the town should be made. 


The idea makes sense. 


We obviously have many streets, leading to schools, 
where there are no sidewalks, and where the road is 
narrow enough to be dangerous. 

It was thought at that time that there is no up-to-date 
list of such conditions, and that a sidewalk construction 
program can not be started until such a list is prepared, 

Wouldn’t it be good judgment to put sidewalks in a 
capital expenditure program — for the safety of the 
children — ahead of less vital fun items? 

We think the town should find out the sidewalk re- 
quirements surrounding every school — then plan a 
sensible program that would result in actual construc- 


tion over a few years.

The 
local Authority can not even regulate what stores are allowed in the} 
retail area - this is the responsibility of the developer, to lease the 
space or sell the structure, without local or federal restriction. Some 
control exists, however, because three boards must approve 4 plan 
presented to them. Theoretically, then, the approval - granting boards 
can regulate the types of business, more or less indirectly. 


Plans, plans, plans. Isn’t there just one plan for everyone to follow? 

So far, the Housing Authority has a plan called the Land Assembly 
and Redevelopment plan - this is the one which will be considered at 
the special town meeting. Fhe Planning Board has an over-all plan for 
the central area, covering the Urban Renewal section and also adjacent 
sections of the center of town. The Consumer’s Co-Op has a plat, 
covering the redevelopment of the Urban Renewal area. 


Can't the plans be made into a single proposal? 
_ The Housing Authority has been trying to integrate the Planning 
Board’s plan and its own. Agreement has been reached on the site of 
municipal facilities, which differed on the plans. Parking problenis 
have yet to be ironed out. There also is agreement that street~iroil 
construction, with parking to the rear, is desirable. Such items ca! 
be controlled, actually, by the Planning Board, because it must 
approve all plans for construction as presented by a developer. 


What about the redevelopment plan? 

This one, paid for by the Co-Op and others, is outside the provilice 
of the Housing Authority - it is the sort of plan that would, when 
finished, be presented to the three boards for approval. It will not 
come before town meeting for approval.
